The Journal has sifted the affair to

Washington This Week in It 
Forty-Ninth Annual Convention 


Special to The Journal] 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 10—Th 


forty-ninth annual convention of the 
International Typographical Union o 
North Amenica, which began today 
marks an epoch in the "art preservativi 
of all arts" and commands the interes 
of all who are either directly or indi- 
rectly connected -with the arts and in- 
dustries of printing. The organization 
is unique among labor bodies, as it is 
the only craftmen's organization in 
the world that has rounded out fifty 
years of existence. 


The national body was formed in 


Cincinnati in 1852. Of the delegates 
who attended that meeting and -who 
were instrumental in forming the un- 
ion, there are three surviving. The I 
T. U. has at present 500 local unions, 
the entire membership aggregating 45,- 
000. 


The convention was opened at 


o'clock this morning with addresses of 
welcome on behalf of the District and 
the local printers. The Columbia The- 
atre was crowded, including the gal- 
leries, that were mostly occupied by 
women, who \vere here for the conven- 
tion of the Ladles' Auxiliary. 


After an invocation and the appoint- 


ment of convention officers the presi- 
dent of the union, James M. Lynch, 
was introduced. President Lynch in his 
annual address reviewed the entire 
international field, saying the member- 
ship had reason 
for congratulation. 


The new year opened well and every 
effort would be made to avoid conflicts 
and at the game time conserve the In- 
terests of the 
local 
unions. 
While 


strikes would be avoided where pos- 
sible, yet If enterded into, they would 
be prosecuted with all the vigor that 
could be exercised, and would not be 
abandoned until the unfair employer 
was made to feel the terrible cost at- 
tendant upon ariogance and a refusal 
to accord to a just condition. During 
the year just closed, he said, several 
important newspapers and job offices 
have been unnonlzed. 


The report of J. M. Bramwood, sec- 


retary-treasurer, showed the union to 
be In a flourishing: condition, both as 
regards numbers and finances. The 
membership has increased 4,000 in the 
last year, arid it is hoped to make the 
membership still largerduring the com- 
ing year in order that the agrgiegate 
may be brought up to the 50,000 mark. 
In the last year a total of 159 chaiters 
were issued, apportioned as, follows 
Typographical unions, 137; photo en- 
gravers, 
3; 
mailers, 
6; 
newspaper 


writers, 12: and typefounders, 1. 


The second annual convention of the 


International Stereotype!s and Klectio- 
typers' Union was called to oidei to- 
day. Seveial scores of delegates fiom 
all parfs of the United States and 
Canada were present. Until last year 
the 
stcieofypers 
and 
electrotypers 


formed a division of the Internation- 
al Typographical Union, but at the 
Cincinnati convention they organized 
independently, though a close connec- 
tion Is maintained with the 
parent 


body.

Sacramento. 


The real estate .-nen of Reno state 


that inquiries are being received daily 
from the railroad men at Wadsworth 
and Winnemucca relative to purchas- 
ing lots and homes in our immediate 
vicinity. 
During the past ten days 


have been noticed the frequent visits 
of trainmen to Reno and upon being 
questioned relative 
to 
the 
change 


they state that it is one that will be 
greatly appreciated by ail engaged In 
the train service. 
This class of men 


state that for years they have been 
cooped up In small towns that have 
had no enviionment for them in any 
respect. 


The attractions offered for a young 


man In the small towns that they 
hpve been accustomed to for several 
years past has been anything but plea- 
sant. 
To them it has been all work 


and no play and they believe that a 
little entertainment could be 
sand- 


wiched in with a great relish, all of 
which can be fuinished to them here 
at Reno. 


The boys on the road are continu- 


ally complaining about the class 
of 


food that has been dished up to them 
by the hungry money grabbing eat- 
ing house proprietors fiom Carlin to 
Wadsworth and a little of the delica- 
cies tof life that are offered by Reno's 
up-tft-date lestaurants will in the fu- 
ture«nelp to cheer up the inner man of 
the railroad men. 


Several 
in the passenger service 


have already engaged homes here and 
those who have not are now contem- 
plating such a move. 


Ilie date of removal jof the terminal 


from "Wadsworth to Reno has been 
one of great xmcertainty, the rumor 
going out about every ten days that 
the great event was at last to hap- 
pen.

quoted as statsfig that as soon as the 
reconstruction department had 
two 


long sidings completed at East Reno 
the ciews would run into the new ter- 
minal. 
I-Iow this change is to be ef- 


fctecl is an important queslon. 
By 


some of the officials It is stated that 
they say that engine crews will re- 
ceive their engines that are to run 
east of Wadsworth at a point near 
Salvia on the new line west of Wads- 
•worth. An engine will be furnished at 
that point to go to Carlin and make 
a return trip as far as Reno, taking 
another train east as far as Salvia, 
where a new engine will be put onto 
the train to go through the same per- 
formance as the one taken off. 


This arrangement will only last un- 


til a roundhouse can be erected at 
East Reno when the engines can be 
used direct from that point, as then- 
these massive iron horses can have i 
their boilers washed out In the round- 
house at the new terminal. The en- 
gines then will only have to be sent 
to "Wadsworth to the shops when In 


• need of extensive repairs and later 


when the machine shops have been 
erected here thk necessity of sending 
power to Wadsworth for renovating 
will be obviated. 


For several months past the train- 


men on the Salt Lake division have 
been greatly wrought 
up over the 


question as to where they are to have 
their lay over, in Winnemucca or in 
Wadsworth.

Jor the army under the contract^ with Lyon, was not ex- 
cessive! The statute forbids any member of congress to 
share, cjlrectly or Indirectly, in the profits of any contract 
with the government. Among- the papers in the case is a 
letter from Littauer to Lyon in which he makes a state- 
ment of the account between them and crecuts Lyon with 
Tils share of the profits. This is prima facie evidence that 
•the dearest friend and closest adviser of the president 
-rwas a sharer in the profits of the contract, and a deliberate 
violator of the statute designed to protect the government 
from the schemes of men occupying official positions. 


If Littauer should be convicted in court of such viola- 


tion ho would be compelled to pay back the money he re- 
ceived on the contract and to pay a fine of $3,000, in ad- 
dition. Littauer is a rich man and that punishment might 
mot trouble him much. It would be woi th something as an 
object lesson, however, to have such a man as he convict- 
«d. Before these investigation are ended we shall have 
sjome startling revelations of the corruption that has exist- 
ed among Republican officials.
